rates. There is no reason why foreign firms 
should be put to any loss in providing a 
similar means of transit for passengers and | 
goods simply because the Imperial Maritime 
Customs do not see their way to remove 
the present station from the vicinity of 
Kongmoon creck to near the actual Treaty 
port. Ifno action is taken in the matter 
we should not he -surprised to learn that 
the British firms in Hongkong, interested 
in the traffic of the West River, contem- 
plate making some formal protest and 
asking fora redress of their grievance. The 
Chamber of Commerce, which has been se 
intimately associated with trade on the great 
waterway ever since its opening in June, 
1897, might be approached, and the matter 
represented to headquarters in Peking. The 
question may, at the present moment, not 
Appear to resolve itself into one of any great 
seriousness for the foreign merchant, but 
when it is remembered that trade along the 
whole length of the Delta has been showing 
undoubted signs of its tenacious vitality and 
unrestrainable tendency to grow and expand, 
the evil should be nipped in the bud and 
the matter fully represented in the right 
quarters. The trade of the West River is a 
matter of grave importance to Hongkong, 
and furnishes no inconsiderable profit to 
those of our citizens already having com- 
mercial interests in the locality.

STRAITS CURRENCY. 


“Finance” writes in the SF /ress as fol- 
lows:~The recent rise in rates of exchange 
has again brought into prominence the humble 
views expressed by “Finance” and others, 
that instead of introducing a dollar of the same 
wei. bt and fineness as the old “Straits” dollar, 
anew “token” dollaran a gold basis should 
have been introduced, for as before pointed 
out unless exchange is fixed at a ievel appro- 
aching 2/6 ar 3/-, we shall always have the fear 
of a depletion of the currency by mekting and 
exporting, whenever a rise in silver or other 
economic reason takes the value of the silver 
dollar above the 2/- mark (supposing that to be 
the presen’ fixity rite decided upon), The 
stuck arument against the “taken” is of 
course thatthe natives would not understand 
it, but this shoull vot be feared; the average 
native $ possested of fairly good gumption, 
otherwise he weuld not take Government and 
Bank notes, which are only “tokens,” and if 
he once found that he could rely on getting a 
sovereign or “Gold ten dollar piece” in ex- 
chan eforten token ¢ollars, he would soon 
understand the situation. F xports would be 
adju ted by Gold, and Government Drafts, aad 
Notes would serve internal exchang:s.
